1. Claims 1-38 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. This is examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Regarding claims 1-38, the prior art, either singularly or in combination, does not teach 
or suggest an imaging system for imaging a bound document, comprising: 
a camera that is stationary; 

a cradle having first and second sides for supporting the bound document, the first and 
second sides being fixed relative to one another throughout imaging of an entirety of the bound 
document; 

a cradle positioning mechanism coupled to the cradle and configured to selectively 
position the cradle and the bound document supported thereon along a directional axis relative to 
a the camera; and 

a controller in communication with the cradle positioning mechanism for controlling the 
cradle positioning mechanism to drive the cradle and the bound document supported thereon a 
distance along the directional axis, the distance being based on an angle of at least one of the first 
and second sides relative to horizontal. 

The features identified, in combination with other claim limitations, are neither suggested 
nor discussed by the prior art of record.
